WORLD-FAMED JOHN THOMAS ENTERS 

Officials of the International Meet of 
Champions, flushed with success after hav¬ 
ing received acceptance of an invitation to 
this Saturday's big indoor track show at 
the Arena from world 1 famed John Thomas, 
rounded out their high jump today with an¬ 
other amazing performer. 

At the same time they strengthened 
the featured 1,000 yards and one mile runs 
by enlisting two of America's top middle 
distance runners for the event. 

The man who figures to be the talk 
of the meet is a 5 ft. 7 inch athlete named 
Jeff Brannon. All Brannon does is high 
jump 6 ft. 10 inches or better, and that's 
some doing. 

Only Valery Brumel of Russia has a 
greater differential between his height and 
the distance he can climb in the event. 
Brannon can jump 15 inches over his head, 
and if you think it's easy try it someddy. 

He'll be the second University of New 
Mexico athlete to compete in the meet. 
Earlier, events co-chairmen Jack Smyth 
and Dave Lyon announced the entry of two 
miler George Scott. Brannon's opposition 
will come from Thomas and Richard Ross, 
both standing 6 ft. 6 inches, and Brigham 
Young's Ted Winfield, Ron Tull of Okla¬ 
homa and Minnesota's Tom Stuart, who are 
also over 6 feet in height. 

Latest to accept invitations to run the 
1,000 yards and mile respectively are Ed 
Duchini formerly of Georgetown University 
anu onio s Kick Cunningham. 

Duchini is one of the big names on 
the indoor circuit and was listed in eighth 
spot in both the 880 yards and 1 1,000 yards 
last year. He won the Marine Corps Relays 
in 1:50.8 for the half, and was second in 
the NCAA indoor championships at 600 
yards. 

The New York runner has always been 
a formidable opponent for Canada's Bill 
Crothers in New York and Philadelphia 
indoor meets and this time he's going ag¬ 
ainst Dave Perry of Oklahoma State. 

Cunningham's claim to fame is having 
won the Drake Relays mile as well as the 
Central Collegiate title in that event. He's 
a consistent 4:04 miler, which means he'll 
go into Saturday's mile run as an under¬ 
dog. 

Both favorites. Bill Dotson of Kansas 
and Bob Delaney from Brigham Young, 
have better clockings, especially Dotson 
who has timed under four minutes in the 
event.
